Portland, Dee. 8. —United States Sen-
ator John Hipple Mitehell is dead.

The end came at 11:30 today, at the
Giood Bamaritan hospital.

The direct muse of death was a vio-
lent. hemorrhage, the result of having
four testh extracted yvesterday. Owing
to the profuse loss of blood, the Sen.
ator's constitution was unable to with-
stand the strain on his system, already
weakened by diabetes and the mental
work under which he had struggled
for months. He lost consciousness at
8 o'clock last night, wt which time dia-
betic comn set in, and from that hour
until the end the veteran statesman
never again came to his senses. Blood-
poisoning allied itself with his other
afMlictions to hasten death,

An heroie struggle was made by at-
tanding physiciana to save the patient,
but even the use of powerful injec-
tions fuiled, Benator Mitchell himself,
however, made no effort to aid his at-
tendants in the fight, and appeared will-
ing to relinquish his hold on the life
that has been filled much
trouble during the past year,

But for his welght of 70 years, to-
gether with his mental state, the Sen
ator could have withstood the sudden
lose of blood. Even with the complica-

Every Effort Made to Prolong His Life by Powerful Drugs—Nose of His
Family Were With Him When He Died—How the News Was Received in
v ashington—Senate Has Taken No Action Yet in Regard to His Death

vania, June 22nd, 1835, During his in-
fancy he was taken by his parents to
Butler County where he was reared on
a farm. He secured the rudiment of an
education at a distrit sehool, and
when aged seventeen he began teaching
to secure means to pay his tuition at
Butler Academy from which he Iater
graduated, After graduating from the
sendemy he studied ww in the office
of Former Attorney Gemeral of Penn-
sylvania, Hon Samuel o Purviance. He
practiced law in  Pennsylvania until
April 1860, when he went to California,
locating first at San Louis Obispo and
bter at San Francisco. Ia July of that
your he came to this city. The energy
that has charecterized his entire career
eaused his election on the Republican
ticket as town counsel of Portland in
11861, The next year he was elected to
the stata senate in 1868 by one vote.
In 1802 he formed a law partnership
with the Wte U, B Semator J. N,
Dolph, enduring until 1873 when Mr.
Mitchell was elected to the United
Rtates Senate, A democratie legislature
in 1807 failed to return him to the sen-
ate. He engaged in the practice of
law in Portland when he was reelocted
to the United States Senate at & special
session of the legisluture, that body
having failed to choose a Senator eith-
er in 1881 to 1883, He failed to be re-
turned in 1807, and followed his pro-
fession, in partnership with Judge A.
H. Tanner, until 1001, when the Legis-
luture agnin choose him as one of the
state’s representatives in tha United
States Senate, which office he retains,
Few public men have been waailed and
withstood so much vigorous opposition
relaining in & remarkable degree, his
wonderful swuy of men as did the aged
Senator, It was only when his regret-
table connection in a eonspiracy to de-
frand the Oywernfueny of it publie
domain was made manifest by his con-
vietion in the Fedem] Court, that he
lost the political influence which he had
held for the greaterpart of half a cen-
lnr_\.‘.

From his 70th birthday, June 22 last,
the day on which his guilt was deereed.

RAISES DELICATE QUESTION

How the News Was Seceived in
Washington.
Wushington, Dee. B.—News of the

death of Senntor Mitehell occanioned
greal surprise at the ecapitol and came
to the Senate without warning. It
raised o delicate question as to the duty
of the Senators toward their late
wowinte.

Ordinurily, when a
committee i= appointed to represent the
Senate at the funeral serviees and at
the earliest opportunity the colleagues
of the deceased member formally gives
notice of the death and announces later
that he will make extended remarks.
The Senate then adjourns out of re-
spect to the memory of the deceased.
After numerous conferences today be-
tween prominent Senators and  Ser-
geant-at-Arms Ramsdell, the point was
raised as to whether the Senate would
be warranted in  following the usual
progrusn in the cese of Senator Mitchell.
It was argued that ut the time of his
death, he stod convieted for an offense
under the federal laws and in vielation
of his oath as a Senator of the United
Rtates. On the other hand it was point-
ed out that the Senate had not yet been
notified officially of his conviction and
that judgment had been arrested by an
appeal to the Supreme Court of the
United States and the higher court had
not passed on the question of his guilt
or innocence.

NATIONAL CIVIC FEDERATION

Lively Debate Occurs at Immigration
Conference—Exclugion of Coolie La-
bor Seems to Be Unanimous Semti-
ment—President Roosevelt Endorsed,

New York, Dec. 8.—After a day spent
in discussing Asiatic immigration, the
National Civie Federution conference on
immigration, which has been in session
here since last Wednesdny, finally ad-
journed tonight. A lively debate oe-
curred this afternon on the subjects of
Chinese immigration. Resolutions on
the subject as they came from the com-
mittee were regarded by many of the
delegates as nullifying the present Chin.
es¢ exclusion act.

As finally adopted. the resolution de-
clares that advisable laws should be
framed s0 s to carefully except the
Chinese of the higher classes from the
enforcement of the exelusion law, An-
other President
loosevelt's attitude on the subject. Dur
ing the day Senator Clark, of Mon.
tuna, stated that after forty years of

HANGED

Woman Mccts Her Fate
On Scaffold.

WEPTNEARLY ALLNIGHT

However She Died Game-Look~
ing On the Spectators
Unmoved.

FEW WITNESSES ARE PRESENT

Married at 16 She Was A Murderess at
1g—Had Strange Influence Over Peo-
ple She Met and Her Admirers Were
Many.

Windsor, Vermont, Dee. 8 —Withqut
a termor and without a word, Mrs.
Mary Mable Rogers today marched to
her death on the gallows at the State
prison here, and paid the penalty of
murdering ber husband, Mareas, Rog-
ers at Bemnington, August 13th, 1902,
To all appearance Mrs, Rogers, was
calmest person in the chamber of death,
She faced her end with the same stoical
indifference that bas murked her de-
meanor éver since her arrest more than
threa years ago. Greatly to the re-
lief of those officials assisting in exe-
cuting the sentence, Mrs, Rogers last
hours was remarkably free from an
harrowing ineidents. It has been .
el that the woman's wonderful merve
would desert ber at the final moment
and that she would be carried to the
scaffold in a state of collapse. There
were no sensational incidents in eom-
nection with the hanging. Although
the woman was not officially pronounced
dead until fourteen minutes and thirty
smoonds after the trap was sprumg
she evidently suffered no pain Hew
neck was broken at the second cervieal
vertabrae and she lost conscionsness
instantly when the drop fell. A few
feeble convulsions of her pinioned hande
was the only evidences that vitalily
survived the first shock.
